“IT. am. opposed,’’ said Senator. ‘Bacon,

“Another reason why I woul not be in 
favor of any proposition for the adop- 
tion of a state constitutional suffrage 
amendment is that one result of such 
proposition would be to divide the white 
people on that issue, thus defeating the 
very object I had in view when writing 
the letters. My object was to hold the 
white people gogether on the issue of 
white supremacy and to prevent their 
division on any other issue for the rea- 
son that, 1 my judgment, that is vita) 
ar the most important of all issues. 
There were evidences of some influences 
at work in the effort to divide the 
white people of Georgia and this was the 
sole cause of my writing the letter. I 
hope it had effect in directing their at- 
tention to the threatened danger. 

Whites Must Stand Together. 

“So long as we stand together in a white 
democratic primary we are safe, fifteenth 
amendment or’ no fifteefth amendment. 
I am opposed to any unnecessary issue 
which. will have the effect to divide the 
white people of the state. The simple 
proposition of my letter was that so 
long as the fifteenth amendment stands 
as a part of the constitution of the 
Unfted States, just so long the seuth is 
under the absolute necessity of making’ 
white supremacy the controlling issue to 
the exclusion of all other issues, *I recog- 
nize the effect that the question of the 
repeal of the fifteenth amendment is en- 
tirely in the control of the north and 
that the south is powerless to secure its 
repeal. My conclusion from that fact was 
that, in forcing the fifteenth amendment 
upon us, the north is responsible for the 


necessity of the south making that ques- 


tion of white supremacy the controlling 
issue. No man in Georgia who favors 
white supremacy and a white democratic 
primary need take any issue with what 
l have written if he correctly under- 
stands my purpose and intention.”

There was a flash and then the 
end.’’ 

In a voice quavering with emotion, but 
filled with dramatic intensity, Miss Pat- 


murder of Caesar Young, the bookmaker, 
recited to the jury the scenes in her life 
which had to do with her dealings with 
Young. Not only did Miss Patterson 
swear that she did not kill Yibung, butt 
she denied every circumstance in the 
case which the state has brought up 
against her. She denied that she was dis- 
mayed because Young was about to leave 
her and go to Europe aftér having been 
told by him, as it has been alleged, that 
all was over with them. 
Was To Join Young. 

On the other hand she testified that as 
a result of her conference with Young it 
was agreed that she should join him in 
England and take apartments in the Ho- 
tel Cecil, London, taking care that she 
kept her whereabouts a complete secret 
from Mrs. Young and Young’s relatives. 
An important, feature brought out was 
the fact that ‘Young gave the woman a 
posta] card on which he wrote his name 
and address, saying it was ee she 
might need.

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JAPANESE USE DYNAMITE 
TO HOIST CZAR’S TROOPS

How Torpedo Boats Disabled Rus 
sian Battleship Sevastopot 


ences Yezoe Blown to Pixces 
Launching Torpedo—Bits 
y Will Be Taken to 
de — Attack Made in 
Snow Storm. 


Tokio, December 1!19.—Ajlthough accus- 
tomed to hearing of acts of bravery on 
the part of their soldiers and sailors, the 
people of Japan have been thrilled by 
the details of the series of desperate 
torpedo attacks against the Russian bat- 
tle ship Sevastopol. and other craft 
driven outside the harbor of Port Ar- 
thur by the fire of the Japanege land 
batteries. 

Commander Yezoe and Lieutenant Na- 
kefiara are the heroes of these attacks, 
and the former promises to get in equal 
prcminence with Commander Hirose, who 
on March 27 last was blown to frag- 
ments in Vice Admira] Togo’s second 4t- 
tempt to bottle up Port Arthur, in the 
war traditions of Japan. 

Commander Yezoe steamed through 
the snow storm alone and succeeded ia 
locating the Sevastopol, to which he was 
able to get close enough to hear the 
Russians talk. 

Yezoe fired a torpedo and then went 
closer and fired a second torpedo, when 
a shell from the Sevastopol struck him 
in the abdomen, cutting this body in 
two, 

Portions of Commander Yezoe’s re- 
mains were saVed and brought back to 
the fleet. They will probably come to 
Japan for public interment, as was done 
with portions of the remains of Com- 
mander Hirose. 

Lieutenant Nakahara went to the res- 
cue of the disabled torpedo boat, which 


had been .under the command of Lieu» 


tenant Nakahari, who, with five others; 
was killed and submitted to a deadly 
fire. Nakahara’s boat was hit.repeated- 
ly, but he succeeded in rescuing a ma- 
jority of the crew of Nakahari’s boat. 

More of Admiral Togo’s men volun- 
teered for participation in the attacks 
than could be assigned. 

It is believed that Admiral Togo will 
soon return to Japan leaving a junior 


lieutenant to conduct the final operatfons;| 


and to continue the blockade. It.is un- 
derstood that Togo wili be summoned by 
the eniperor to Tokio, where he will be 
given splendid public receptions. 

Telegraphing under date of December 
18, Vice Admiral Togo says: 

“There is no room left to doubt that 
the enemy’s large ships in the harbor of 
Port Arthur are totally unfit for service: 
I have reason to believe that the battle 
ship Savastopol has been disabled by 
our attacks, but no definite data on 
which to pass final judgment has been 
obtained, and investigations are being 
conducted in all available quarters.

Kekwan Fort Has Been Cap- 
tured From the Rassians 
At Port Arthur 


London, Deecember 19.—According to 
special correspondents with the Japanese 
army, the capture of the Kekwan fort 
was a complete surprise to the Russian 
garrison, there having been no prepara- 
tory bombardment. Japanese sappers 
drove shafts ‘40 feet under the parapet 
of the fort from the escarpment and 
moat. In these two tons of dynamite 
were exploded simultaneously, completely 
wrecking the interior of theefort, while 
siege and shrapnel guns shelled Russian 
troops in the vicinity. This occurred at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. 

A detachment of Japanese infantry 
made a headlong, Sut premature rush 
and sixty of them became buried under 
a mass ef debris, greatly delaying the 
attack. Despite this mischance, another 
volunteer force dashed forward and cap- 
tured the parapet. In the meantime the 
Russians had been strongly reinforced, 
and a fierce hand-to-hand struggle with 
bayonets and grenades was continued 
till near midnight, when the few Rus- 
sian survivors retreated to the city and 
the fort was captured. Its construction 
displays the utmost scientific knowledge. 


HOW JAPANESE SOLDIERS 


CAPTURED KCKWAN FORT 

Tokio, December 19.—Evening—The Jap- 
anese fired an immense mine under por- 
tions of the north fort of East Kekwan 
mountain at 2 o’clock yesterday (Sunday) 
afternoon. 

The infantry immediately afterward 
charged and occupied the fort with a 
heavy force. 

The following report of the capture 
Was telegraphed from General Nogi's 
headquarter’s today: 

“At 2:15 o’clock on the afternoon of 
December 18 part of our army blew 
up the parapets of the north fort of 
East Kekwan mountain and then charg- 
ed. <A flerce battle with hand grenades 
ensued, 

“Owing to the stubborn resistance of 
the enemy with his machine guns, our 
operations were temporarily suspended. 

“Subsequently at’ 7 o'clock in the eve- 
ning, General’ Semeamiam. commanding 
the supports, advanced into the case- 
mates, and encouraging his men, threw 
his supports into the fighting line in a 
last brave charge. 

“At 11:50 at night, 
cupied the fort and immediately en- 
gaged in the construction of detensive 
works. Our occupation became firmly 
ussured today. 

“Before retiring the enemy exploded 
four mines in the neighborhood of tlhe 
neck of the fort. 

“We captured five nine-centimeter field 
guns and two machine guns, as well as 
plenty of ammunition, 

“The enemy left forty or fifty dead. 

“Our casualties have not been inves- 
tigated, but they are not heavy.”

Began Drinking W-<-od Alcohol, 
Which Killed Them Prompt- 
ly—Le«tails of the Dead- 
ly Debauch. 


Ashland, Ky., December !9—Four more 
have been added to the list of sfx dead 
and two are reported dying from effects 
of wood alcoho] poisoning at the mouth 
of Beayer, Big Sandy, Friday night. 

Threé push boats with a crew of seven- 
teen men were en route to Pikeville, the 
boats being loaded with freight. At the 
mouth of Beaver. 5 miles above Prestons- 
burg, two of the boats sank and the\men 
swam and waded ashore with much of 
the freight. A jug of wood alcohol was 
one of the articles saved. It was dark 
and the men were chilled and wet. Fires 
were ‘built and supper started. A man 
came along and sold them four bottles of 
moonshine. They drank the whisky and 
wanted more. 

One man said: 

*‘Let’s drink the alcohol.’’ 

Another said: 

‘‘It will kill us; see the poison label.” 

One of the crew began mixing drinks 
and said: 

“Come on, 
now. If it’s poison we 
gether.’’ 

They drank the stuff and while at/sup- 
per became violently ill, Two doctors 
were cdiled, bit could not relieve them, 
The ten dead are;

Dallas. Tex., December 19.—Ginners 
from ail of the cotton growing states 
west of the Mississippi river met in 
Dallas today and organized the National 
Cotton Ginners’ AsSociation of the 
United States. with J. R. Kyler, of 
Wynnewood, Ind. T., as president, and 
J. H. Connell, of Dallas, secretary and 
treasurer. 

The purpose of the organization is to 
gather accurate and reliable inf6érma- 
-tion concerning the amount of cotton 
' produced and the condition of the crop, 
and to furnish it tg the members of dts 
assoriation in advance of the govern- 
ment report. While the organization at 
present includes only those ginners from 
the states west of the Mississippi organi- 
zation of the other states, it is said, will 
follow, and they will be incorporated in 
the nationa) association. 

There are about 30,000 cotton ginners 
in the United Statez, and it ts declared 
that by means of organization the gin- 
ners would form a most reliable and 
accurate corps of cotton crop reporters. 
As a meeting tomorrow the plan of 
gathering the statistics will be adopted. 
This plan as outlined in today’s meeting 
contemplates the establishment of a gen- 
eral office to which eath ginner who is 
@ member of the association will send 
im each day the number of bales of cotion 
ginned by him. 

Ginners which are not represented in 
the association will he covered by the 
nearest members. The main office, which 
will probably be established at Dallas, 
Will send owt at regular intervals to 
every member of the asSociation a state- 
ment of the entire number of bales gin- 
ned in the, United States up to a certain 
date, and the conditiog of the crop. Tfis 
information is to be sent in code, and the 
members of the association will be sworn 
not to divulge any information.

‘The heart of the south fs cotton. From that vitalizing center radiate 
the multiplex arteries that feed ‘her material being. When the condition of 
the cotton market is healthy,-the south is in the pink of health. Her banks 
are surfeited with ready money; her industries expand and thrive; her 
towns grow and boom; her. natural resources are actively developed, and— 
the secret of the general prosperity—the farmer has adequate reward for 
bis labor. When the condition of the cotton market is unhealthy, the south : 
languishes. Stagnation and pessimism sieze upon her energies. and her spir- | 
its, and the metamcrphosis could hardly be more radical. 


The south, while properly alive to the conservation of her. liberties, is 
losing no sleep over national political policies. Any insomnia this section 
may experience is the result of business. The present condition of cotton 
is not conducive to untroubled sleep. 

The present cotton season opened favorably and with every logical rea- 
son for optimism. The prospect was for a record crop—a crop approxi: | 
mately 12,000,000 bales, perhaps’, but with that the outside rather than the 
inside figure. The concensus of reliable statistical opinion, based on gin 
receipts and other actual criterions toward the close of*the phenomenally 
early harvest season, was that the crop would hover around 11,500,000 bales. 
W.ih this belief the market ranged around 10 cents as the normal value of 
such a large crop, and with logical consideration of the economic law of 
supply and demand. 

This was the favorable, though entirely conservative, situation until the. 
department of agriculture issued its last monthly bulletin placing the cotton 
yield for the practically closed season at more than 12,000,000 bales. Sinee 
the department claims to give the farmer the benefit of any over-production 
doubt by reason of excessive estimates, the cotton gamblers of the bear per- 
suasion had only to add .a substantial per cent to the tremendous total 
given out at Washington to afford them figures colossal enough to precip- 
itate a veritable panic, with its inevitable slump. Cotton dropped to prac- 
tically the cost of production, for it is conceded that the present crop is the | 
most expensive crop the planters of the south have ever grown. 

The demoralization of the cotton market incident to the announcement 
of the government’s bearish figures cost the south hundreds of thousand 
of dollars daily, and but for the holding movement, will cost the cotton 
growers many millions. 

If, a little later in the season, the crop is found to fall several hundred 
thousand bales below the government estimate, the experience will not be 
new to the hit or miss guessers at Washington, and it is the cotton farmer 
and the south that have been holding the bag. 

The people of the south are a unit in indorsing the effort of Congress- 
‘man Livingston, of Georgia, to have a thorough congressional investigation 
of the methods by which the agricultural department arrives at its remark- 
able statistical conclusions. Nobody is questioning the honesty or disinter- 
estedness of the present system or of the offiicals who utilize it, but every- 
body save the bear speculators is questioning its practical value and relia- 
bility. 

At best, it is a forecast, and a Yorecast, in the very nature of things, is 
only a guess. 

The people of the south would much prefer to dispense with any 
further guessing at the expense of their pockets. They have found, by cost-

a deleterious influence on their material prosperity.

TO CHANGE ITS DECISION 


Attorney General Hart Receives No- 
tice from Washington—It Will 
Probably Be Some Weeks 
Betore Matter Can Be 
Passed Upon.

Petition for a rehearing has been filed 
in the United States supreme court by 
Attomeys Alex King, of Atlanta, and 
Joseph B. Cumming, of Augusta, repre- 
semting the Louisville and Nashville and 
the Atlantic Coast Line, in the suit in- 
volving the taxation of $1,500,000 of the 
captal stock of the Western Railway of 
Alabama, owned by the Geongia milroad, 
which has already been decided by that 
tribumal in favor of Georgia. 

The euprerfie.colfrt, bh; a unamimous de- 
cision, held that the comptroller general 
vas compsHed, under the constitution 
and laws of the state, to collect taxes on 
this stock. But attorneys for the lessee 
roads contend the supreme court wag 
wrome in @#s finding, amd has asked it 


to reopen the case for another hearing. 


_ Attorney General John C. Hart re- 
ceived yesterday mornimg 2 copy of the 
petition for rehearing from the clerk of 
the supreme court in Washington. Judge 
hart had nothing to say with regard to 
the matter beyond that he did not know 
whet course it would take. 

The supreme court may act merely 
upon the petition without hearing argu- 
ment, or it may order angument upon it. 
Im any event, it is expected that some 
definite action will be taken within the 
next thirty or sixty days. 

Upon just wihiat new grounds, if any, 
the petition for rehearimg is based, is 
hardly apparent 4rom the reading of the 
petition. The points set forth appear to 
be the same as were presented upon the 
first hearing of the case. The main 
ground upon which the railroads seem to 
rely is the decision in the sixty-fourth 
Georgia, which declares, in effect, that 
capital stock is merely a representation 
of the pwoperty itself, and cannot de 
taxed separately and apart from the 
property. This decision was rendered 
before the adoption of the constitution 
of 1877, in which there is a requirement 
that all property is subject to taxation, 
and fit was langely upon this clause tha 
the decision of the supreme court Was 
based.

INDIANS DYING 
OF STARVATION 


Destitute Condition of the 
Pirnas Called to Attention 
of President. 


Washington, December 19.—Dr. Charles 
L., Thompson, secretary of the Presby- 
terian board of missions, discussed with 
President Roosevelt today the serious 


condition of the Pima Indians of Arizona. 
He told the president that the Indians 
actually were dying of starvation, te- 
cause their lands had been rendered un- 
productive by the diversion of the water 
of streams running through them, The 
diversion of water was caused by the 
development of plans of the government 
for irrigation of arid lands. 

Through a commission the president al- 
ready has mace an investigation of the 
matter and it is not unlikely that pump- 
ing stations will be constructed on the 
Pima Indian lands to supply them with 
sufficient water for all purposes. These 
pumping stations will be erected in con- 
nection with the irrigation plants which 
afte being put in under dérection of the 
government.
